The application must be re-

ceived by the County Registrar |

of Voters not more than 20 days
nor less than 5 days before elec-
tion. Applications cannot be ac-
cepted if received at a later date.

Should an absent voter return
to his home precinct on elec-
tion day he shall be allowed to
vote only after he surrenders to
the Inspector of the precinct
board the absent voter's ballot
mailéd to him.
